To  the  Chairman  and  IVIembers  of  the  Health  Coininittee . 


%  sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough 
is  again  in  an  abbreviated  form.  The  work  throughout  the  year  1942 
has  been  continued  under  difficulties  both  as  regards  external 
surroundings  and  shortage  of  trained  staff. 

The  birth-rate  of  19,2  although  1,1  per  1,000  higher  than  the 
previous  year  is  still  very  low. 

The  death-rate  of  13,8  is  lower  than  that  of  1941  but  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years.  The  chief  causes 
of  death  were  Heart  Diseases  544,  Cancer  258,  Bronchitis  183, 
Tuberculosis  124  and  Pneumonia  111. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  80  is  a  considerable  drop  from  the 
rate  of  104  for  the  previous  year  and  compares  favourably  with  the 
average  of  the  previous  ten  years. 

As  regards  rmternal  mortality,  there  were  8  deaths  of  mothers 
in  childbirth  compared  with  5  for  the  previous  year  which  resulted 
in  a  slightly  increased  rate,  namely,  2,51  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births.  This  compares  favourably  with  the  .average  of  the  previous 
ten  years,  namely,  3.80,  It  is  a  matter  for  consideration  whether 
the  importance  attached  to  the  maternal  mortality  rate  is  not 
exaggerated  when  compared  with  the  greater  amount  of  morbidity,  or 
injury,  caused  during  childbirth  which  is  not  recorded  but  remains 
persistent  and  is  a  source  of  chronic  invalidism  to  a  great  number 
of  wom^en.  The  deaths  in  most  cases  cannot  be  prevented  whatever 
steps  are  taken  and  whatever  medical  attention  is  available,  and  a 
certain  number  of  women  will  die.  As  regards  the  morbidity,  or 
the  chronic  sickness  following  childbirth,  however,  much  of  this  can 
be  prevented  and  in  this  field  there  lies  a  much  greater  chance  of 
success. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  has  received  special  attention  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health  has  taken  over  the  matter  of  propaganda  and 
publicity  by  moans  of  articles  in  the  press  and  a  display  of 
attractive  posters.  The  number  of  children  immunised  both  of 
school  age  and  under  school  age  during  the  year  was  12,474  compared 
with  3,843  in  1941.  At  the  latter  end  of  the  campaign  it  appears 
that  we  have  reached  saturation  point  among  those  parents  who  wore 
willing  for  their  children  to  be  immanised  and  it  is  difficult  to 
recommiend  what  further  steps  can  be  taken  among  those  parents  v/ho 
fail  to  realise  the  importance  of  this  protection. 

Scabies,  which  v/as  comimiented  upon  in  my  previous  Report,  has 
continued  to  receive  special  attention  throughout  the  year,  the 
Department  having  dealt  with  1,564  new  cases.  Modern  forms  of 
treatment  have  been  introduced  with  a  view  to  clearing  up  this 
disease  in  a  shorter  tim*o;  and  First  Aid  Posts  with  their  provision 
of  shower  bath  facilities  have  been  utilised  in  the  morning  for 
children  of  school  age  and  after  5  o’clock  for  a.dult  persons 
recommended  by  general  practitioners  and  advantage  iias  been  taken 
of  those  arrangements.  Moreover,  the  staff  at  those  posts  have 
been  fully  occupied  with  benefit  to  themselves.  All  rooms  and 
bedding  in  connection  with  cases  of  scstbics  have  been  disinfested. 

Tuberculosis:  There  were  72  less  cases  notified  and  61  less 

deaths  from  Tuberculosis  than  in  the  provi'.us  year.  The  figures 
as  regards  notifications  and  deaths  for  the  last  five  years  are  as

Poole  Sanatorium  has  developed  during  the  ye-. r  and  cases  from  ^ 
Stanhope,  Grind on  Hall  and  the  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  have 
oeen  transferred.  This  will  enable  early  cases  to  receive  the  best 
attention  possible  at  one  institution  and  will  fi^ee  the  acccmmodatiout' 
at  Grind on  Hall  in  order  that  surgical  tuberculosis  of  bones  and 
joints  ma77  t)e  centralised. 

Venereal  disease  has  shown  the  increase  expected  during  present 
conditions  both  in  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea  -  the  latter  especially 
in  females  0  Further,  the  rate  of  defaulters  has  also  increased 
this  latter  being  a  serious  problem  as  persons  who  cease  attending 
a  special  clinic  before  they  are  free  from,  infection  may  cause 
infection  among  other  people.  ''.Vhother  the  nev\^  defence  regulation 
33B  will  bo  sufficient  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  V.D.,  infection 
remains  to  be  seen. 

The  Report  contains  more  detailed  information  about  food  control 
and  damo'.ged  foodstuffs.  Attention  has  been  directed  to  this  as  it 
constitutes,  unless  controlled,  a  very  serious  problem  in  difficult 
time  s , 


Complaints  have  arisen  in  an  increasing  numb .r  throughout  the 
Summer  of  the  lack  of  keeping  qualities  in  milk.  I'/hny  investi¬ 
gations  have  been  carried  out  at  farms  and  dairies  and  retailers* 
premises  and  the  main  cause  of  this  condition  appears  to  be  due  to 
one  which  is  common  in  all  branches  of  industry  at  the  present  time, 
nam.cly,  shortage  of  staff  or  lack  of  sufficient  trained  staff. 

The  constitution  of  the  Casualty  Services  was  fully  discussed  in 
my  last  Report.  Here  I  would  only  mention  tha the  training  of 
these  services  has  in  recent  micnths  proved  in  a  practical  way  to  have 
.seen  on  s  ound  lines. 

The  Sunderland  Emergency  Blood  Transfusion  Service  has  continued 
its  useful  v7ork  during  the  year.  The  number  of  donors  whose  blood 
was  grouped  was  52  0;  and  the  total  number  of  donors  who  were  grouped 
at  the  end  of  1942  remained  at  2,302.  Of  these,  1875  were  always 
available.  The  services  of  999  were  used  during  the  year. 

Throughout  the  year  the  whole  of  my  staff,  m'dical,  nursing, 
ins^^ectorial  and  clerical,  has  v^orked  herd  and  long  hours;  they  have 
given  excellent  service  sometimes  under  difficult  conditions. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  happy  relationships  w  ih  the  various 
Committees  of  the  Corporation  with  which  I  come  in  contact.

the  .iLocal  Fire  Brigade  operatives,  have  removed  private  patients  to 
voluntary  hospitals  and  also  removed  such  cases  from  voluntary  hospitals 
hack  to  their  homes.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


NjILK  supply ;  Supervision  has  been  continued  of  all  premises  where 
milk  is  produced,  stored,  or  sold,  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  farms, 
dairies  etc.,  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.  It  is  regretted, 
however,  that  production  and  distribution  have  been  made  more  difficult 
by  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials,  difficulties  of  repair  and 
replacemient ,  and  other  wartime  conditions. 

A  considerable  quantity  of  sour  milk  was  distributed  in  tl'-O  Borough 
during  the  Summier  of  the  77oar  under  review.  This  was  mainly  due  to 
causes  which  arose  outside  the  Borough  and  therefore,  outside  the  control 
of  my  Department. 

C  OWS  AND  C  OW SHEDS ;  The  total  number  of  farms  visited  for  purposes  of 
inspection  of  cows  and  cowsheds  was  14,  the  total  number  of  visits  paid 
vms  169,  and  the  number  of  cdwsheds  inspected  was  21. 

At  151  of  the  visits  the  sheds  were  reported  clean  whilst  at  18  they 
were  dirty.

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  v;as  22;  of  this  number  20  were 
submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for  the  Pfe thylene  Blue  Reduction  test 
only;  18  sam.ples  v/ere  certified  as  satisfactory  and  2  v/ere  certified 
unsatisfactory . 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  follov/ed  up  and  in  each  case  repeat 
samples  v/ere  continued  until  either  satisfactory  results  v/ere  obtained 
or  the  unsatisfactory  supply  \/as  discontinued. 

The  necessary  repeat  samples  numbered  3  and  these  were  submitted  to 
the  Bacteriologist  for  both  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  and  Coliform  tests. 
These  3  samples  failed  to  satisfy  both  tests  :ind  notice  was  served  on 
the  owner  of  the  bottling  establishment  to  discontinue  the  sale  of  this 
milk  under  the  designation.  The  milk  is  now  sold  as  ordinary  milk. 

Three  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for  both  tests 
for  information  only.

During  the  year  under  review  there  was  an  increase  of  9,115  in 
the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  three  Government  controlled^ 
slaughter-houses.

FOOD  CONTROL 

Large  quantities  of  damaged  foodstuffs,  found  on  Inspection  to  be 
unfit  for  retail  sale  but  suitable  for  human  food  after  reconditioning 
or  repacking,  were  referred  to  the  Divisional  Salvage  Officer.  Fires 
and  air-raids  caused  the  damage. 

All  unsound  foodstuffs,  other  tl'ian  meat  and  offal,  were  notified 
to  the  Food  Executive  Officer, 

Amounts  which  justified  transport  were  notified  to  the  Salvage 
Officer  and  smaller  amounts  were  collected  by  the  Cleansing  Department 
salvage  staff  for  pig  food. 

A  number  of  enquiries  has  been  made  at  the  request  of  the  Food 
Executive  Officer.  These  enquiries  were  in  Connection  with  pigkeepers 
applications  for  licences  to  slaughter  pigs  end  to  applications  by 
retailers  to  sell  goods ■ off  the  ration  because  of  deterioration  in 
condition . 

RA.TS  AND  IvICE(DESTRUCTION)ACT  1919. 

Despite  annual  rat  weeks  when  special  efforts  are  made  to  destroy 
rats  and  advisory  leaflets  on  the  destruction  of  rats  ind  mice  are 
issued,  these  pests  remain  destructive  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  we 
can  afford  in  war  time.  The  inability  of  most  shop-keepers  'to  deal 
with  rats  is  largely  due  bo  fear  and  reluctance  to  learn  preventive 
measure  s . 

As  damaged  foodstuffs  are  replaced  usually  only  on  production  of 
a  certificate  from  the  Food  Inspector,  such  damaged  foodstuffs  must  bi 
notified  to  him.  Where  the  damage  has  been -caused  by  rats,  advice 
and  assistance  have  been  given  to  exterminate  them. 

In  some  premises,  firewa tellers  have  been  trained  to  bait  and  set 
traps  provided  by  the  firms  concerned.  As  a  result  hundreds  of  rats 
were  destroyed  by  men  happy  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  fire  watching  by 
the  sport  of  rat  catching. 

Complete  rat  proofing  was  done  in  one  shop  and  partial  proofing 
in  two  shops . 

FOOD  DECQNTAMNATION  SERVICE., 

Additional  instruction  v;as  given  during  the  year  to  volunteer 
members  of  the  above  named  service.  More  than  100  members  of  squads 
attended  a  lecture  and  demonstration  in  the  Technical  College. 

Dr.  Patterson,  Lecturer  in  Chemistry  and  Deputy  Analyst  for  the 
purpose  of  gas  contaminated  foodstuffs,  described  the  principal  v^ar 
gases,  their  effect  on  foodstuffs  and  some  mc-hiods  of  treatment. 

Samples  of  condemned  foodstuffs  were  contaminated  by  mustard  gas  and 
the  apparatus  for  detecting  war  gases  was  demonstrated. 

On  another  occasion  a  large  number  of  volunteers  attended  an 
exercise  during  which  condemned  foodstuffs,  placod  on  the  site  of  a 
bomhed  cinema  so  as  to  represent  a  shop,  were  removed  for  treatment  to 
a  decontamiinati on  site.  'Two  squads  took  part  and  Mr.  Car0y(  Public 
Analyst )and  Dr.  Patterson  acted  as  umpires. 
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A  site  at  the  South  Pie.?  and  one  at  the  Fish  Quay  have  been 
secured  as  decontamination  sites. 


The  staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  took  part  r.n  a  combined  exercise 
when  gas  was  liberated  in  an  area  in  the  centre  of  the  towij,  affecting 
6  0  food  shops  and  a  market.

Most  of  the  foodstuffs  are  now  under  the  control  of  the  Piinistry 
of  Food  and  there  were  no  legal  cases  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
the  seizure  of  foodstuffs.

.nuisances.  In  all  cases  the  nuisances  were  abated.

Dr,  Corfield  reports  as  follows 

I  beg  to  submit,  owing  to  the 

difficult  times,  a  very  abridged  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  the 
31st  December  1942,  which  only  covers  the  most  important  developments 
of  the  hospital. 

The  hospital  routine  has  been  very  little  interfered  with  in  the 
past  yeab.  The  pressure  on  our  bed  space  has,  of  course,  remained 
high  but  we  cannot  help  that  and  must  be  pr^red  to  put  up  with  greater 
hardship  in  the  future.  Our  v/ards  have  not  been  called  upon  to  admit 
any  great  numbers  as  a  result  of  casualties  caused  through  air  raids; 
this  is  a  good  thing  but,  of  course,  we  have  to  keep  both  staff  and 
special  wards  ready,  day  and  night,  in  case  of  trouble. 

As  regards  medical  staff  changes,  Dr.  Duncan  C.  Robb,  Deputy  IViedical 
Superintendent,  was  called  up  for  military  service  and  Dr.  Hugh  Paterson 
was  appointed  in  his  stead.  Dr.  Urquhart  v/as  notified  that  he  was  to 
be  re-examined  by  the  authorities  but  up  to  the  period  of  this  report 
has  not  been  called  upon. 

The  junior  ranks  of  the  staff  have  had  to  be  filled  from  time  to 
time,  and  so  far  we  have  been  lucky  in  getting  hold  of  either  just 
qualified  men  or  those  in  their  final  year  awaiting  examination. 

General  Admissions  and  Discharges;  There  has  been  an  increase 

of  500  admissions  over  the  previous  year  and  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  discharges,  showing  that  there  is  a  close  relationship  between 
admissions  and  discharges  and  a  consequent  reduction  in  the  average 
daily  stay  of  patients,  i.e.,  18  days  as  against  20  days  in  the 
previous  year,  proving  that  our  beds  are  kept  in  continuous  circulation. 

Service  and  Civilian  Casualties;  45  Emergency  Medical  Service  cases 
were  admitted  during  the  year  as  against  24  in  the  previous  year. 

40  were  discharged,  4  died,  and  1  vjas  still  under  treatment  at  the  end 
of  the  year  under  reviev;.  The  minor  enemy  air  activity  has  kept  us 
clear  so  far. 

Out-patients  Department:  Our  out-patient  department  figures  show 

an  increase  and  are  roughly  45,000  attendances  for  3942.  The  rise  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  a  certain  class  of  case  is  kept  under  observation 
and  treated  in  the  various  out-patient  departments  because  the  beds  in 
the  hospital  are  limited  and  only  the  very  acute  conditions  are  at 
pres;  t  admitted. 

Mhternitv  Department;  The  number  of  cases  admiitted  this  year  is 
up  by  approximately  200  over  the  previous  year.  This  does  not  look 
as  if  Sunderland  is  taking  its  part  in  the  general  fall  of  the  birth¬ 
rate  -  or  is  it  perhaps  due  to  the  shortage  of  domestic  facilities 
caused  by  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  and  war  circumstances. 

A  full  analysis  of  the  work  of  this  department  together  v;ith  the 
Gynaecological  department  with  Dr.  Burke’s  report  is  to  be  found  later 
in  the  report.

eternity  and  Gynaecological  Department. 

Dr.  Burke  reports 

With  the  exception  of  an  increase  in  the  Gynaecological  work,  the 
figures  for  1942  bear  a  close  resemblance  to  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  minor  gynaecological  clinic  or  leucorrhoea  clinic  is  now  well 
established,  and  apart  from  the  purely  gynaecological  diseases,  provides 
a  useful  adjunct  to  the  ante-natal  clinic  for  the  investigation  and 
treatment  of  non-venereal  leucorrhoea  in  pregnancy. 

Whilst  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  an  increase  In 
the  abortion  rate  in  this  town,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  has

been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  abortions  treated  in  the  gynaecological 
ward.  Abortion  is  an  important  cause  of  maternal  death  and  maternal 
morbidity  and  it  is  urged  by  the  College  of  Obstetricians  that  all  such 
cases  should  be  treated  in  a  gynaecological  department.  This  trend,  it 
is  hoped,  will  continue  and  in  future  the  gynaecological  department  can 
be  enlarged  and  designed  to  provide  a  fitting  counterpart  to  the  maternity 
unit . 

In  the  maternity  department  one  labour  room  has  been  temporarily 
converted  into  an  operating  theatre  so  that  it  is  nov/  possible  to  perform 
Caesarian  Section  in  the  depai'tment  and  without  conveying  patients  through 
the  open  to  the  general  surgical  theatre.  The  beneficial  results  of  this 
change  were  particularly  appreciated  in  the  Winter  months,  although  it 
should  be  pointed  out  that  the  theatre  is  too  small  for  the  purpose,  a 
deficiency  which  can  easily  be  rectified  in  the  new  building  programme. 


Throughout  the  year  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
specialised  nursing  and  treatment  of  sick  babies  and  prejmture  infants. 
The  nursing  accormnodation  at  present  available  is  the  main  obstacle  to 
progress  in  this  direction,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  a 
ward  for  premature  infants  and  a  cubicle  ward  for  sick  infants  can  be 
constructed. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  granted  the  large  maternity  units  free 
access  to  the  Emergency  Blood  Transfusion  Service  and  this  is  a  facility 
of  which  we  can  make  the  fullest  r.se.  Part  of  the  blood  bank  is  t  o  be 
stored  in  the  maternity  department  and  will  be  available  at  a  moments 
notice . 

Recent  work  has  shown  that  there  are  special  dangers  in  transfusing 
certain  maternity  cases  and  a  separate  type  of  donor  -  Rh  negative,  is 
required.  Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Emergency  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  and  to  the  Serum  Unit  of  Cambridge  University  where  they  have 
carried  out  the  highly  specialised  work  of  typing  the  donors  for  Rh 
factor,  we  now  have  a  list  of  5  Rh  ve  Group  0  Donors  on  call,  so  that 
transfusion  is  now  possible  in  a,ny  eventuality.  These  donors  can  also 
be  used  to  provide  the  main  treatment  of  infants  suffering  from 
Erythroblastosis  Foetalis,  a  not  infrequent  condition  in  a  department  of 
this  size. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  excellent 
co-operation  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  in  the  obstetrical  and 
gynaecological  departments »

The  table  on  the  next  page  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
diseases,  excluding  tuberculosis,  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year . 

There  was  a  very  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  notifica¬ 
tions  of  Tvfeasles  and  Whooping  Cough  during  1942  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  There  was  little  change  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  and  Cerebro- spinal  Meningitis  and  no  increase  of  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES 
Dr«  Rowstron  reports  as  follows s- 

Thls  has  been  a  year  of  great  activity  in  the  Sunderland  Treatment 
Centre. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Syphilis  in  its 
early  and  communicable  stages  that  is,  roughly,  during  the  first  year 
of  infection.  This  amount  is  no  less  than  111^  in  the  case  of  males 
and  142^  in  the  case  of  females. 

The  figures  for  Gonorrhoea  show  1^%  increase  in  the  case  of  females 
but  practically  no  increase  in  the  case  of  males. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  50^  in  the  number  of  cases  sent  either 
for  investigation  or  for  treatment  by  various  institutions  in  Sunderland 
and  district. 

The  default  rate  has  increased  markedly.  This  is  partly  due  to 
war  conditions  causing  a  shifting  of  population  -  men  and  women  are  sent 
away  at  very  short  notice  and  fail  to  notify  the  Clinic  and  therefore 
cannot  be  followed  up. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  just  v\^hen  the  number  of  female  patients 
exceeds  all  previous  figures  we  are  without  a  full-time  Almoner. 

Defence  Regulation  33B  comes  into  force  or.  January  1st  1943.  This 
is  an  attempt  to  deal  with  infection  at  its  source,  and  depends  for  its 
success  on  the  willingness  of  infected  individuals  to  Inform  against 
the  infecting  person.  I  regret  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  this  measure 
will  be  entirely  ineffective  in  civil  life.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


There  has  been  a  t.tal  decrease  of  72  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year (52  pulmonary  and  20  non- pulmonary ) compared  with  the 
previous  year.  As  regards  the  deaths  frcm  this  disease  there  have 
been  49  less  deaths  frorii  pulmonary  tuberculosis  this  year  than  last  and 
12  deaths  less  this  year  than  the  previous  year  frcm  non- pulmonary 
tuberculosis  -  a  total  decrease  of  61. 

During  the  year  154  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  121  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified,  msiking  a  total  of  275  cases;  of 
these,  155  were  males  and  120  females. 

Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  fromi  the  Death  Returns  not 
to  have  been  notified  compared  with  three  for  the  previous  year. 

Letters  were  ood:ressed  to  the  m.edical  practitioners  concerned  with 
such  non-notification  and  in  each  case  it  was  reported  that  it  was 
assumed,  cv/ing  t^-  the  condition  of  the  case,  that  previous  notification 
had  occurred.
